In the aretie and antaretic regions 
the moon always miakes an angle of 
loss thag 25 degrees to the vertical 
Therefore, the moon in those regions. 
according to the weather sign, would 
always be a wei ene. However, the 
polar regions receive such a small pro 
cipitation that they rank as arid re 
gtoas.
